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Forces  outside  Chinatown  hold 
the  key  to  future  of  local  parks 

Preservation  of  outdoor  parks  rests  upon  city  and  state  agencies.

Outdoor  parks  and 
playgrounds  in  Chinatown  are 
cherished  property  to  youngsters 
in  an  area  where  streets  are 
perpetually  jammed  by 
automobiles. 

Two  small  parks  have  been 
spared  the  ambitions  of 
developers,  but  even  those  tiny 
playgrounds  will  be  squeezed 
out  by  imminent  changes  in 
Chinatown,  said  Joseph  Tam, 
recreational  director  for  the 
Quincy  School  Community 
Council. 

“Without  those  parks,  you’ll 
have  more  kids  out  on  the 
streets,”  said  Tam,  referring  to 
Pagoda  and  South  Cove  parks. 
“That’s  a  major  concern  of 
mine.” 

In  an  appeal  to  the  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Council  last  Oc¬ 
tober,  Tam  asked  the  group  to 
back  an  effort  to  locate  more 
outdoor  recreational  space  in  the 
neighborhood. 

While  Tam  feels  that  changes 
are  unpreventable,  he  believes 
that  new  space  can  be  found  to 
compensate  for  the  diminishing 
number  of  parks  which  are 
already  too  scarce  in  Chinatown. 

“We’re  not  looking  for  a 
baseball  field,  but  if  there’s 
some  space,  we’d  like  to  have 
it,”  said  Tam. 

Tam’s  main  focus  of  attention 
is  Pagoda  Park  on  Kneeland

Street,  which  rests  on  property 
owned  by  the  Massachusetts 
Turnpike  Authority. 

Tam  said  the  Authority  plans 
to  use  the  athletic  field  for  a  new 
ramp  for  the  Central  Artery. 
Because  many  projects  are  under 
study,  however,  it  is  not  known 
specifically  how  the  park  will  be 
used.  The  only  thing  that  ap¬ 
pears  certain  is  the  park’s 
redevelopment. 

Dave  Neagle,  director  of  real 
estate  for  the  Turnpike  Authori¬ 
ty,  said  there  are  no  plans  to 
build  a  new  ramp  on  the  site.  In¬ 
stead  the  Massachusetts  Bay 


SF  supervisor  urges  Asians 
to  run  for  political  office 


“We  have  to  make  an 
impact,”  said  San  Francisco 
Supervisor  Thomas  Hsieh  about 
Asians  in  government.  “We 
have  to  make  our  concerns 
known.” 

Speaking  to  a  meeting  of  the 
Organization  of  Chinese 
Americans,  Hsieh  returned  to 
Boston  November  21  to  thank 
local  supporters  who  helped  his 
bid  for  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
San  Francisco’s  version  of  a  city 
council. 

Hsieh,  54,  the  first  Asian- 
American  to  sit  of  the  board, 
gave  a  brief  talk  about  his  term 
in  office  and  implored  other 
Asians  to  enter  political  fields. 
“Politics  determines  what  kind 
of  life  we’re  going  to  have,”  he 
said. 

“I  think  if  all  Asians  mobiliz¬ 
ed  for  the  1988  elections,  we’ll 
make  a  significant  impact,”  he 
said.  “It’s  up  to  us  to  do  it.” 

In  spite  of  the  large  numbers 
of  Asians  in  San  Francisco,  they 
have  not  been  represented  in  Ci¬ 
ty  Hall,  said  Hsieh.  “How  did 
we  get  by  all  these  years  without 
someone  in  government?”  he 
asked.  “Somehow  we  missed 
something.” 


Transportation  Authority  is  con¬ 
sidering  using  the  location. 

MBTA  spokesman  Peter  Dia¬ 
mond  said  the  MBTA  is  ten¬ 
tatively  interested  in  using  the 
site  for  a  ramp  leading  from 
a  parking  garage  in  the  new 
South  Station  complex. 

The  South  Station  terminal  is 
currently  under  a  massive 
restoration  by  the  MBTA.  When 
the  project  is  completed,  the 
facility  will  have  new  terminals 
for  the  subway’s  Red  Line,  Am- 
trak,  commuter  railroads,  and 
bus  companies  which  are  now 
scattered  over  different  ter¬ 
minals  in  the  city. 

Chinatown  planner  for  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authori¬ 
ty,  Ting  Fun  Yeh,  said  that  the 
park  site  might  be  used  for  the 
realignment  of  a  ramp  for  the 
Fitzgerald  Expressway. 

But  that  project  is  linked  to  the

Rubbish  is  causing 
woes  for  shopowners 


Storeowners  had  a  hectic 
month  in  November  while  they 
wrangled  with  several  problems 
that  have  made  garbage  disposal 
more  troublesome  and  costly. 

A  commotion  started  when  the 
city’s  Code  Enforcement 
Department  made  a  special  ef¬ 
fort  to  crackdown  on  illegal  rub¬ 
bish  disposal  in  Chinatown. 
Shopowners  were  suddenly  hit 
with  a  wave  of  warning  tickets 
during  October  and  November. 

About  the  same  time,  Vining 
Disposal  Company,  which  picks 
up  most  commerical  solid  waste 
in  Chinatown,  announced  it 
wants  to  raise  its  hauling  fees  — 
a  move  which  will  affect  the  ma¬ 
jority  storeowners  in  the 
neighborhood. 

After  meeting  with  Richard 
Iannella,  head  of  Code  Enforce¬ 
ment,  it  looks  as  though  most 
merchants  have  resigned 
themselves  to  the  fact  they  must 
be  more  careful  about  the  way 
they  dispose  of  their  rubbish. 

Iannella  spoke  to  a  group  of 
merchants  at  the  Chinese  Con¬ 
solidated  Benevolent  Associa¬ 
tion  on  November  25  and  pledg¬ 
ed  his  department  will  not  hand 
out  tickets  until  the  afternoon  to 
permit  storeowners  to  clean  up 
their  sidewalks  before  officers 
move  into  the  area. 

Merchants  argued  last 
month  they  were  ticketed  unfair¬ 
ly  because  they  were  cited  early 
in  the  morning  before  they 
showed  up  for  work  and  even 
had  time  to  clean  up  their 
storefronts. 

Iannella  also  promised  that  his 
employees  would  open  trash 
bags  to  determine  the  owner  gar¬ 
bage  on  the  sidewalks.  Mer¬ 
chants  previously  complained 
that  trash  found  on  the  streets  in 
the  morning  belonged  to 
residents  and  not  storeowners 


since  commerical  garbage  is 
picked  up  very  early  each  morn¬ 
ing  by  a  solid  waste  hauler. 

The  ticketing  is  part  of  a  wider 
effort  to  educate  Boston 
residents  about  improper  rub¬ 
bish  disposal,  said  Iannella. 
“We’re  not  singling  out 
Chinatown.  We’ve  handed  out 
tickets  in  Beacon  Hill,  Back 
Bay,  and  the  South  End,”  he 
said.

“I’ve  asked  my  officers  to 
issue  their  tickets  liberally  to 
raise  people’s  awareness,” 
Iannella  said.  “We  all  have  a 
common  goal:  Make  Boston  a 
cleaner,  more  livable  city.” 

Iannella  encouraged 
businessmen  to  call  his  office  if 
they  witness  illegal  trash  dump¬ 
ing  on  the  streets.  Code  En¬ 
forcement  has  handed  out 
70,000  warnings  in  Boston  since 
the  start  of  the  year.  Beginning 
next  January,  it  plans  to  start  le¬ 
vying  fines  against  violators  of 
Boston’s  litter  laws. 

The  Vining  Disposal  Com¬ 
pany,  meanwhile,  informed  the 
CCBA  it  plans  to  raise  hauling 
fees  from  $23,000  per  month  to 
$28,000.  The  CCBA  acts  as  the 
organizer  for  the  pool  of  mer¬ 
chants  who  are  served  by  Vin- 
ing’s  waste  hauling  business. 

Vining  claims  that  the  volume 
of  rubbish  has  increased  twofold 
since  it  started  serving 
Chinatown  last  spring.  The  com¬ 
pany  also  explained  that  hauling

“When  you  have  someone  in 
government,  you  can  pull  things 
together  fast.  You  can  do  things 
quickly,”  Hsieh  continued. 

He  said  that  the  small  numbers 
of  Asians  nationwide  are  no  ob¬ 
stacles  to  exerting  influence  on 
government.  He  drew  a  parallel 
to  the  Jewish  population  in  San 
Francisco.  Even  though  they 
constitute  3  to  4  percent  of  the 
population  in  San  Francisco, 
said  Hsieh,  they  have  strong 
control  of  politics  and  business. 

Hsieh,  who  was  running  for 
supervisor  this  year,  was  ap¬ 
pointed  to  the  board  by  San 
Francisco  Mayor  Dianne  Fiens- 
tein  when  a  seat  was  opened  by 
the  death  of  a  supervisor. 


Condo  project  wins  city  approval

The  Board  of  Appeal  approved  the  conver¬ 
sion  of  Combat  Zone  building  into  36  residen¬ 
tial  units  last  month. 

The  building  at  9-11  Knapp  Street  houses 
the  adult  entertainment  lounge  Mardi  Gras  on 
the  ground  level  and  a  theatrical  agent  and  a 
garment  factory  on  the  second  and  third 
floors. 

Richard  Ho  of  Chelmsford,  who  purchased 
the  six-story  building  for  $700,000,  also  spent 
about  $300,000  buying  out  the  five-year  lease 
of  Mardi  Gras  which  started  last  April. 

Ho  says  that  he  is  excited  about  the  renova¬ 
tion  of  the  building  and  plans  to  start  the 
redevelopment  as  soon  as  possible. 

Ho’s  attorney,  Gordon  Yuen,  and  architect 
Paul  Curtis  told  the  Board  of  Appeal  that  a 
complete  renovation  of  the  building  would 
result  in  21  one-bedroom  and  12  two-bedroom 
condominiums. 

According  to  Ho,  an  additional  three  two- 
bedroom  units  will  be  reserved  for  affordable 


housing  for  low-income  families  from 
Chinatown  or  from  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority’s  waiting  list. 

The  mayor’s  liason  to  the  Asian  communi¬ 
ty,  Marilyn  Lee-Tom,  spoke  in  favor  of  the 
project.  “The  change  of  land  use  will  be 
more  compatible  to  the  Chinese  community, 
and  renewal  of  the  blighted  building  will  give 
the  area  a  facelift.” 

She  indicates  that  the  city  is  encouraging 
developers  like  Ho  to  renovate  buildings  in 
the  lower  Washington  Street  area  and  to  retain 
affordable  housing  units  for  the  community. 

Ho  estimates  the  sale  price  of  the  con¬ 
dominiums  to  be  $100,000  and  up. 

Carol  Lee,  a  member  of  the  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Council,  said  the  council  is  in 
full  support  of  the  conversion.  However,  she 
expresses  concerns  that  the  condo  prices  are 
too  high  for  local  residents. 

“We’re  hoping  to  negotiate  with  them  for  a 
lower  sale  price  because  we  want  the  com¬ 
munity  to  benefit,”  she  said.  “But  the 
removal  of  the  adult  lounge  is  a  sure  improve¬ 
ment  to  the  area.” 
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costs  are  rising  in  Massachusetts 
because  of  the  diminishing 
number  of  disposal  sites. 
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Peter  Watson,  vice  president 
of  BFI  Waste  Systems,  one  of 
the  state’s  largest  haulers, 
agreed.  “It’s  becoming  more 
difficult  to  dispose  garbage  with 
each  passing  day  because  of  the 
drastic  curtailment  of  sites. 

“The  problem  lies  with  the 
unwillingness  of  local 
municipalities  to  open  disposal 
sites,”  he  added.  Some  hauling 
companies  are  being  forced  to 
ship  refuse  as  far  as  New  York 
because  of  the  denial  of  access  to 
dump  sites  in  nearby  states. 

Because  some  have  complain¬ 
ed  the  monthly  fee  for  garbage 
hauling  is  too  disproportionate, 
Vining  is  surveying  the  volume 
of  waste  produced  by  each  com¬ 
pany  in  Chinatown.  The  CCBA 
will  use  this  information  to 
revise  the  amount  each  business 
pays  for  the  solid  waste  hauling 
services. 

It  is  predicted  that  some  com¬ 
panies  will  drop  out  of  the 
CCBA-organized  program 
because  they  will  find  Vining’s 
new  rates  too  expensive. 

When  Vining  started  serving 
the  small  businesses  of 
Chinatown  earlier  this  year,  it 
was  charging  only  $16,000  for 
its  services.  The  company  says 
the  volume  of  waste  has  risen 
from  six  to  seven  tons  per  night 
to  12  to  13  tons  each  evening.

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depressed  Central  Artery  pro¬ 
ject,  said  Yeh.  The  $2  billion 
project,  which  is  coupled  with 
the  third  harbor  tunnel,  awaits 
federal  funding  from  a  $88 
billion  highway  and  mass  transit 
omnibus  bill  tied  up  in  Con¬ 
gress.  Therefore,  it  could  be 
many  years  before  such  a  project 
begins. 

“The  park  is  not  in  immediate 
danger,”  said  Yeh.  When  the 
site  is  used,  she  said,  it  is  a  BRA 
priority  to  relocate  the  park. 

Yeh  added  that  the  BRA  has 
also  studied  the  closure  of  lanes 
on  Surface  Road.  Such  an  under¬ 
taking  would  create  new  tracts 
of  land  along  the  Chinatown 
Gateway,  which  could  potential¬ 
ly  provide  new  space  for  a  park. 

The  depressed  artery  project, 
incidentally,  leaves  open  the 
possibility  of  land  space  opening 
above  the  expressway.  Traffic 
and  Parking  says  the  granting  of 
air  rights,  however,  has  not  been 
discussed  because  it  is  still  too 
early  in  the  project. 

Tam  said  that  the  South  Cove 
Park  on  Oak  Street,  meanwhile, 
also  faces  elimination.  Resting 
on  BRA-owned  Parcel  R-3,  the 
property  is  slated  for  housing  or 
a  parking  garage.  The  use  of  R-3 
remains  in  question  since  the 
New  England  Medical  Center 
hopes  to  build  a  parking  garage 
in  Chinatown,  proposing  to  use 
R-3  or  the  stretch  of  land  across 
the  street. 

Ting  Fun  Yeh  asserted  that  the 
Oak  Street  park  will  not  face  ex¬ 
tinction.  Instead  a  housing  pro¬ 
ject  on  Parcel  R-3  may  include  a 
new  playground  like  the  one  in 


the  Tai  Tung  Village  complex  to 
recompense  the  loss  of  the  South 
Cove  Park. 

Tam  said  that  outdoor  parks 
are  already  overused  and  the 
situation  will  only  worsen  when 
other  parks  are  lost  to  construc¬ 
tion. 

Between  20  and  30  youngsters 
use  Pagoda  Park  each  night  in 
the  summer,  said  Tam,  attrac¬ 
ting  teen-agers  from  Chinatown 
and  the  South  End.  Further, 
Tam  said  that  workers  from 
nearby  companies  use  Pagoda 
and  South  Cove  parks  during 
their  lunch  hours  for  a  quick 
game  of  basketball. 

The  parks  are  also  used  by  a 
number  of  local  athletic  teams, 
like  the  Gung  Ho  Club,  Knights 
Athletic  Club,  and  Wing  Wor 
Club,  to  hold  practice  and  com¬ 
petitions,  Tam  said. 

The  Elliot  Norton  Park  on 
Tremont  Street  and  the  Gateway 
Park  on  Hudson  Street  are  not 
used  by  youngsters,  said  Tam, 
because  they  offer  no  space  for 
athletic  activity.  Elliot  Norton 
Park  in  fact  is  shunned  by 
youngsters,  said  Tam,  because 
the  area  attracts  drug-pushers 
and  prostitutes. 

Mary  Nee,  director  of  the 
Mayor’s  Office  of  Capital  Plan¬ 
ning,  said  that  the  Elliot  Norton 
Park  will  be  renovated  under  a 
five-year,  $70  million  plan  to 
upgrade  parks  all  around 
Boston. 

Nee  said  $575,000  has  been 
earmarked  for  Elliot  Norton  for 
its  complete  redesign  and 
$150,000  for  the  upgrade  of 
Peter’s  Park  on  East  Berkeley 
and  Washington  streets  near  the 
Dover  Station  on  the  MBTA’s 
Orange  Line.

hard.”  Woo  said  in  the  first  six 
months  of  his  campaign  he 
worked  12  hours  daily.  The  next 
half  year  he  worked  14  hours  a 
day.  And  during  the  final  six 
months  of  the  campaign  he  put 
in  18  hours  daily. 

The  charismatic  Woo 
revealed  some  campaign  tricks 
that  helped  him  win  the  second 
highest  political  office  in  a  state 
whose  voting  population  is  less 
than  one  percent  Asian.

Woo  said  his  con¬ 
tenders  envied  his  surname  since 
he  emblazed  it  on  billboards 
with  large,  imposing  letters. 

Woo  also  found  that  his 
Chinese  accent  was  beneficial. 
When  his  voice  came  over  the 
radio  in  political  ads,  it  was  easi¬ 
ly  identified  by  listeners  since 
its  sound  was  so  unmistakably 
different  from  that  of  other

Delaware  lieutenant  governor  drops  hints 
on  winning  a  political  campaign  to  OCP 


Lieutenant  Governor  Shien 
Biau  Woo  of  Delaware  told  a 
Boston  audience  on  November 
22  that  Asians  must  actively  par¬ 
ticipate  in  government  to  ensure 
that  later  generations  of  Asians 
will  have  full  equality  and 
freedom. 

Woo,  one  of  the  highest  rank¬ 
ing  Asian-American  politicians 
in  the  U.S.,  said  Asians  must 
become  Ml  partners  in  society 
to  enjoy  total  power.  That  road 
to  empowerment,  he  continued, 
is  by  running  for  political  office. 

Speaking  to  a  gathering  at 
MIT  sponsored  by  the  Organiza¬ 
tion  of  Chinese  Professionals, 
the  politician  described  his  cam¬ 
paign  for  Delaware’s  second  top 
spot  and  his  reasons  for  leaving 
his  post  at  the  University  of 
Delaware  to  enter  politics. 

An  immigrant  from  Shanghai, 
Woo  said  his  motives  for  going 
into  politics  were  multi-cultural. 
He  was  encouraged  by  his 
American  identity  to  run  for  of¬ 
fice  since  the  government  is
